District Attorney Jerome Accuses the 


Prisoner of Being the Manipulator 
of a "Simple, Vulgar Sisal," and 


: Says There Is No Evidence of Con-

New York. Aug. IS.—Accused by 


District Attorney Jerome of being 
the manipulator of a "simple, vulgar 
steal," Donald L. Persch. the young 
note broker who has beca indicted 
for grand larceny for the sale of 
mining stock belonging to F. Augus- 
tus Heinze, is back in the Tombs. 


Although urged to reveal the "man 


higher up" and the intricate ramifica- 
tions In higti finance which Persch 
suggested from time to time as he 
intimated that he had been made a 
cat's paw, he failed utterly to say 
anything to'convince Mr. Jerome that 
there was any conspiracy. 


Persch was arraigned before Judge 


llalqaeen in the court of general ses- 
sions, charged Tsriti the larceny of 
$100.000 worth of stock which he is 
alleged to have procured from the 
Windsor Trust company, v.-here it 
was placed in good faith by M. >I. 
Jovce. acting for Mr. Heinze. as col- 
lateral for a $30,000 loan. The young 
man's attorney insisted that Persch 
had been victimized by wiser and big- 
ger men. but iiis client refused to 
make any statement which would 
bear this out. Tne court refused to 
reduce bail from §50.000 and the pris- 
oner entered no plea, tbe case going 
over to Monday. Jerome stated t'cat 
from what be had ascertained the 
Windsor Trust company \vas in no 
way responsible. The release of the 
securities to Persch, he said, was due 
entirely to the act of an employe.

Anviis Date Cack of History. 


The anvil was known in the earliest 


times, being spoken of in tbe Bible, the 
prophet Isaiah saying (chapter 47. 
verse ~). "So the carpenter encouraged 
the goTdsraitii. iiad he that srcootbeth 
with the bainiuer, him that smiteth 
the anvil." It is not known who first 
used it. l>nt of course the anvil of 
antiquity was unlike tbat of today as 
perfected by modem workmanship. 
The aavil stiil used in tbe orient, how- 
ever, is a boot shaped piece of inetn! 
inserted in a section of oak or walnut 
log- 
Ijjrgpr or smaller it is used 


by tinsmiths, shoemakars. si!versmith<? 
and WacksmUhs. The anvils used ia 
this country are commonly mndc of 
cast iron fa»-ed with steel and are of 
parallelepiped form, with a steel cone 
or beak at one cad and a "handy hole"' 
for inserting chisel or other tools at
